American troops on Leyte, the 
Philippine island which was invaded 
last week, have extended their 
bridgehead to a depth of seven miles 
along a 25-mile front, according to 
New York Radio. 

The radio quoted General Walter 
Kruger, Commander of the Ameri- 
can 6th Army, as stating:—** All 
opportunity for any effective 
Japanese counter-action has now 
passed. The Americans are driving 
the Japanese from the coastal road 
into the hills.” 

It also was reported by the radio 
that more than 3,000 Japanese -have 
been killed in combat. 

Units of the Japanese Army and 
Fleet Air Arm yesterday morning 
started an all-out attack against the 
American Fleet in the Bay of 
Leyte, according to Tokyo reports. 

American bombers yesterday 
made a daylight attack on Para- 
mushiro and Onnekotan Islands in 
the Kuriles, the most northerly ot 
the Japanese home islands.

Dun Laoghaire 


The body of a red-haired man 
found floating in the sea outside 
Dun Laoghaire harbour last evening 
had not been identified up to a late 
hour last night.

When recovered 
by two local fishermen, who brought 
it to St. Michael's quay, shortly 
after 4 p.m. it was dressed in a dark 
grey tweed suit, blue shirt with grey 
and white stripes, blue tie, and light 
brown shoes with rubber heels. It

Moving the adoption of the report 
of the ‘outgoing Diocesan Councils, 
the Archdeacon of Dublin, the Ven. 
E. G. Sullivan, M.A., referred to the 
sale of the Diocesan Hall, Baggot- 
rath, which had been the property 
of the Council for twenty years. 
The extent to which it was used 
had caused grievous disappointment. 
Income from the hall had been 
virtually nothing, and, as it had 
proved such a white elephant, the 
Council decided after great con- 
sideration to sell it. 
” By the time all expenses had been 
paid there would be something like 
£8,000 available, which would be 
used in accordance with the trust 
applicable to the hall. The hall 
itself was to be used as a store and 
for other business purposes, and he 
did not think anyone could say it 
was being used improperly. 
The Dean of Christ Church, the 
Very Rev. E. H. Lewis em pro- 
tested agáinst the sale of the hall in 
the open market, because of “ the 
hurt it will cause to those who for- 
merly worshipped in the church and 
to the Christian public generally. 
It was ‘not necessary to sell, because 
the building was being used, and 
was not causing any financial loss to 
the diocese. i 
Canon W. C. Simpson said that 
in adopting the report he would

It 
was hoped also. that special 
schemes could be initiated for 
the training of staffs engaged 
in the various services catering 
for holiday-makers and, in addition, 
that the expenditure on publicity 
at home and abroad could be made 
commensurate with the increased 
importance of the industry as a 
source of national income. 

A major aspect of the wark of 
the Tourist Board was the develop- 
ment of our holiday resorts. In the 
registration and _ supervision of 
hotels, the Board was merely im- 
proving and extending existing 
facilities. In the planned develop- 


ment of holiday resorts it was 
breaking new ground. Last year he 
announced that development schemes 
for three resorts had been approved. 
Similar schemes for four other 
resorts had since been approved, and 
the Board had also submitted for 
approval six further schemes, whilst 
plans for numerous other resorts 
were, he understood, in various 
stages of preparation. 

In common with other official 
agencies, the Tourist Board had been 
requested by the Government to 
prepare plans for useful works 
especially suitable for the employ- 
ment of workers in the difficult 
period of transition from war to 
peace. The programme being pre-. 
pared by the Board, including its 
resort development schemes, con- 
templated .a total expenditure of 
over £1,000,000, to be financed by 
repayable advances. 


TRANSPORT 


The development of their air and 
internal transport services would 
have a significant relationship with 
the work of the Tourist Board in 
the development of their holiday 
industry. The Government was 
taking what it hoped and believed 
would be effective measures to that 
end. These measures, affecting 
internal transport, had aroused 
some controversy, and he did not, 
therefore, wish to discuss them 
there, but- now that decisions had 
been taken it would be the wish of 
everyone that they would prove to 
have been sound and that the 
efficient development of public 
transport facilities would make its

_ M. Xavier de Laforcade ‘arrived 
in Dublin in May, 1940, to succeed 
M. Jules Blondel as French Minis- 
ter. He had previously: ‘represented 
the - French Government in 
Shanghai. Bangkok, Istanbul, 
Athens, Milan and. Morocco. He is 
an officer of the Legion. of Honour. 
a specialist in Far Eastern and 
Mediterranean affairs, and a classi- 
cal scholar of some eminence. 

On September 11th, 1943, M. de 
Laforcade announced that hence- 
forth he was accepting instructions 
from the French Committee of 
National Liberation in Algiers. M. 
Cauvet Duhamel, his deputy, then 
assumed the position of French 
Chargé d’Affaires in Dublin, until 
the end of August, when he left to 
take up a position with the French 
Committee in Algiers. It was at 
this time that the Irish Government 
recognised the de Gaullist adminis- 
tration, with M. de Laforcade as its 
representative in this country. 

Mr. Sean Murphy, who had been 
Assistant Secretary to the Depart- 
ment of External Affairs in Dublin, 
was appointed Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Plenipotentia for 
Eire to France and Beigium, in suc- 
cession to Mr. Art O’Brien, who re- 
tired in 1938.
